towboat deck hand, and Samuel
Nlcholls, r.nothor deck hand.
The crow of the tug Jamos Bradleyleft the boat tied up at the Hamburg-American Piers In Hoboken at* 0

o'clock on Thursday night. About half
an hour Inter tin Bradley was seento i>o steaming out Into tho river.Apparently the tug and her privatecrew went directly across tho river toPier £3, at the foot of Franklin Street,this city, where New York Centralllont No. 10 15, with twenty-four carsaboard, was moored and made fastj to the float and towed it away undercover of the heavy rain that wasfalling.

Five hours later, at 3 o'clock thismorning, the tug was found whirlingaround in a circle in tin middle of theNorth River, off Cortland Street. Two
men from another tug boarded theBradley and from the engines set fullspeed ahead anil tho wheels lashed sothat the vessel would whirl around in
a circle until filled and sunk, or theengine ran down. The cocks wereclosed and the vessel pumped outand brought back to Hoboken.
The barbor police were notified, andthen it was found that the llont wasmissing. It was finally discovered inthe basin of tho Ocean Yacht Club, atStapleton, Staten Island. The monsterfloat had been swept into the basin bythe fierce wind and heavy sea, smash¬

ing four big motor boats as it sweptin. Tho police, found that every car
of tho twenty-four had been broached
and great quantities of cased goods
taken away. An ax marked with the
name of the tug Bradley gave the clue
connecting the theft of the tug with
that of the tloai. It was later learned
that file tug had put In at the foot
«>f Morris Street, Jersey City, after
midnight Christmas night. It is be¬
lieved that the loot was put ashore
there and transferred to wagons, but
no trace of It had been so far found,
although scores of railroad and city de¬
tectives have been working on tho
